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Pacific International Presents One of the 
Good Shows of the Season 


HE Pacific International Live Stock Exposition, Port- 
T land, Oregon, well lived up to its name as a great 
regional Holstein show. A total of 232 head were 
checked into the ring in the individual classes and the 
prize money was divided among 36 exhibitors from ten 
states, making up one of the best Holstein shows in the 
history of this exposition. George Bulkley, of the Carna- 
tion organization, placed the animals in a most conscien- 
tious and painstaking manner and was highly compliment- 
ed by the ringside for his clarity in the presentation of 
reasons on each class. The reputation of the West was 
well maintained by exhibitors from Washington, Oregon, 
Utah, Idaho, Montana, California and Arizona, with Ohio, 
Wisconsin and Iowa providing stern competition. In fact, 
the Eastern invaders accounted for fifteen of the twenty- 
six first prize ribbons awarded, including both first and 
second in the State Herd contest, and also both junior 
champions. All senior and grand championship honors 
remained with the West, last year’s winners repeating for 
the Western Canning & Dairy Company, White Sulphur, 
Springs, Montana. The grand champion bull, Harry Wal- 
dorf of Cerealia, Washington-bred, has made a great rec- 
ord of year after year work at the Pacific Internationa) 
and was out in the best form of his career at this time. 
The grand champion cow, Agate Valentine Fairview 
Burke, after winning in a strong, well-balanced class of 
aged cows, finally went through to her second consecu- 
tive grand championship here, after a real challenge from 
the senior yearling, Miss Triune Ormsby Wayne, Hargrove 
& Arnold’s sensational winner. The Wisconsin Board of 
Control entry, Sir Homestead Pontiac Beets 11th, was out- 














standing among the junior bulls, not an unusual experi- 
ence for him this season. 

Twelve exhibitors or exactly one-third succeeded in 
breaking through to win one or more blue ribbons. In 
this respect, the Wisconsin Board of Control had a decid- 
ed edge with eight firsts and five seconds, including one 
junior championship. Their nearest competitors in this 
respect were A. Benter & Son, of Creswell, Oregon, with 
three firsts and four seconds, and the Western Canning 
& Dairy Co., White Sulphur Springs, Montana, likewise 
had three firsts, including both grand champions, and 
three thirds. California’s representative, F. F. Pellissier 
& Sons, of Whittier, made an excellent showing with two 
firsts, one second, three thirds, and five fourths. Har 
grove & Arnold, with a small exhibit in connection with 
the Iowa State herd, were the only other exhibitors hav- 
ing more than one blue, their total being two with a junior 
championship. Others breaking into the blue ribbon 
column were Paul P. Stewart, Maynard, Iowa; Maytag 
Dairy Farm, Newton, Iowa; Milford Meadows Stock Farm, 
Lake Mills, Wis.; Firestone Farms, Akron, Ohio; Mt. 
Angel College, Mt. Angel, Oregon; Intermountain Institute, 
Weiser, Idaho, and State Industrial School, Ogden, Utah. 

The Bull Classes

account of the greater capacity, width, depth and spring of 
rib of the winner. A son'of the grand champion placed 
sixth in this class for his breeder, James C. Chamberlin, 
that might have gone higher but for lameness on show 
day due to an accident in the barns. The three-year-old 
class renewed the battle between Skylark Hengerveld But- 
terboy, the Paul Stewart entry that had been previously 
undefeated in the three-year-old class, and the Wisconsin 
Beard of Control winner, Harvest Matador Chief, last 
year’s All-American two-year-old. Judge Bulkley reversed 
the National placing of these two bulls, putting Harvest 
Matador Chief up, explaining his placing because of the 
better width, especially at loin and pin bones, and better 
spring of rib of the Wisconsin bull. The Wisconsin Board 
of Control scored again in the two-year-old bull class with 
Sir Ollie Korndyke Ormsby Johanna. In fact, the Wis- 
consin institutions had almost a clean sweep in the bull 
classes, winning first in all of them except the aged bull 
cless where they were second and the junior calf class 
where they had no entry. George B. Taylor, of Utah, had 
the second prize two-year-old, a son of Sir Romeo Mil- 
dred Colantha, who gave the winner a close battle for 
first position. In the senior yearlings, Sir Homestead 
Pontiac Beets llth was an easy winner, with Wisconsin 
scoring in second place with Jeffcowis Denver Lad, the 
youngster that has done so well for Harold Marsch with 
the Jefferson County show herd this season. In the junior 
yearling class, Sir Ormsby Segis Mercedes 21st, continued 
his sweep through this class with A. Benter & Son placing 
second with Sir Esther Segis. The Benter string showed 
decided improvement this year over previous exhibits. 
The senior calves were a good lot with the upstanding 
Wisconsin Mendota Ringleader topping the line, Paul 
Stewart placing second with Tritomia Sport Model, and 
the Arizona entry, Clothilde ‘Buffalo Ormsby Tritomia, by 
the Central Avenue Dairy, of Phoenix, in third position. 
There were five splendid tops here and a close fight for 
first and second. The junior calves were not quite as 
even a lot after the first five or six. The Intermountain 
Institute, of Idaho, won out with King Triune Bess, a typy 
little fellow bought-as a baby calf from Hargrove & 
Arnold. 
The Female Classes 

The aged cows numbered twenty without a poor one 
in the lot and the quality among‘the tops was so even 
that it was a real job to pick a start for the line. The 
Montana cow, Agate Valentine Fairview Burke, last year’s 
grand champion, finally headed the line and looked all 
right there with the Maytag entry, M. B. Ormsby Wayne, 
showing in the best form of the season, in second posi- 
ticn. It was a close placing. Pellissier’s 11 year old Cali- 
fornia star, Fair Oak DeVries Nellie, was in third place, 
while A. Benter & Son of Oregon, William Bishop and 
Mt. Angel College placed entries next in the order named. 
The strength of the class is indicated by the fact that Side 
Hill Ormsby Segis failed to break into the money al- 
though good enough to win first prize in a strong Ad- 
vanced Registry class later on. Wisconsin Board of Con- 
trol won the four-year-old class, while the State Indus- 
trial School, Ogden, Utah, headed a strong three-year-old 
class with Hazelwood Heilo Anna. This heifer attracted 
much attention for her sweetness and breed type. She

was quite a close contender for senior championship 
honors but did not carry enough udder and mammary 
development to win over the Montana cow. A sister of 
this heifer by J. L. Smith’s Hazelwood Heilo Butter’ King 
bull placed third in the same class, the Central Avenue 
Dairy breaking into second position, while Inka Wayne 
Creamelle, the Jefferson County Asylum star was forced 
down to fifth position, her lowest rank of the year. Among 
the two-year-olds in milk, the Maytag heifer, Holwis 
Beauty, headed a very strong class with the Jefferson 
County Denver daughter, Pauline Colantha Wayne Korn- 
dyke, giving her a real battle in second position. Wis- 
consin Board of Control placed in third and fourth posi- 
ticns in this class, lowa also won the dry section of the 
two-year-old class when Iowana Tritomia Ollie Oak placed 
up for Paul Stewart, the Washington State College scor- 
ing in second position here. In the senior yearlings, Har- 
grove & Arnold’s Miss Triune Ormsby Wayne, was an 
outstanding top in a splendid class and had no serious 
challenge for junior championship honors. Wisconsin 
Board of Control entries were in second and third place. 
Milford Meadows Stock Farm, of Lake Mills, Wisconsin, 
headed the junior yearling class with their Wisconsin 
winner, Milford Pansy Elnora Ollie, the two Iowa Board 
of Control sisters that have done so well in this class all 
season, taking second and third. California registered its 
first blue of the show when the Pellissier entry, Pansco 
Doree Hengerveld, topped a class of twenty-two senior 
heifer calves. It was a close battle between the winner 
and the Paul Stewart calf, Miss Tritomia Mary Lou, the 
winner carrying a little more depth and spring of rib. 
Benter & Son headed the junior calf class with a stylish 
daughter of Billy Johanna Segis Pietje, whose Get of 
Sire group later won that class. The Advanced Reg- 
istry classes were made considerably more of a feature 
than has been usual at our shows. The records were fig- 
ured out in advance and the final awards made while the 
arimals were still in the ring on the basis of their records 
as well as type. Side Hill Ormsby Segis headed the senior 
section for Firestone Farms, of Ohio, her championship 
record giving her the necessary extra credits above the 
cows that placed over her in class. Mount Angel College 
Stock Farm headed the junior section with Santiam Model 
Netherland, a granddaughter of that former All-American, 
Model Segis Prilly Gelsche, which attracted a great deal 
of favorable attention for her dairy quality. 
The Groups 

The exhibitors from the Middle West were somewhat 
disappointed in the Get of Sire class on account of the 
unusual rule here that all animals shown in this classifi- 
cation must be owned by the exhibitor and this shut out 
the Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Get that has been doing so 
well for a combination of Iowa breeders and hence this 
outstanding group was not in the competition. The show 
management has promised that this rule will be changed 
next year to conform with the practice of other shows. 
Benter & Son won the class, as previously mentioned, 
with one of the most uniform young gets out this year, 
one, in fact which we understand has gone through the 
Pacific Northwest circuit undefeated. Quite a proportion 
of the Get of Sire groups brought out were composed of 
young animals. Hargrove & Arnold won the Produce of 
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Dam class with the junior champion heiier and her young 
sister, a combination that has done very weil in this class 
all season. As they were bred by exhibitor, this winning 
gave Hargrove & Arnold possession of the John L. Smith 
trophy for the next year. This beautiful silver service 
trophy was presented originally by the eastern guests at 
the Pacific International in 1921, Mr. Hargrove of Har- 
giove & Arnold, being one of the number. This was won 
permanently by John L. Smith of Hazelwood¢Farm, who 
proceeded to put it up for perpetual competition. West- 
ern Canning & Dairy Company, with both grand cham- 
pions, headed the exhibitor’s herd class, while the splen- 
did young herd of the Wisconsin Board of Control had 
little difficulty there, and thus secured possession of the 
Matador Segis Walker trophy for the next year. Pellis- 
sier won the calf herd with the accompanying Staples 
trophy, Wisconsin Board of Control taking the dairy herd 
with Benter in second place. The State Herd competi- 
ticn,, was without question the finest group ever brought 
out here in this class, five herds placing in the following 
order: lowa, Wisconsin,- Washington, Oregon, Utah. 

The show management, under the leadership of O. M. 
Plummer, Secretary and General Manager, and Dave 
Fourt, Supt. of Dairy Cattle, extended every courtesy and 
accommodation to the exhibitors as in the past. Follow- 
ing are the complete details of the Holstein awards. For 
these, as well as much of the comment on the classes we 
are indebted to Earl J. Cooper, Director of the Extension 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, who kind- 
ly volunteered to “pinch hit” for Frank Price, when it 
was found that the latter would be unable to attend as 
originally planned:

Why a Paddock? 

A properly constructed paddock provides three impor- 
tant things for the dairy farm: 

1. An adequate opportunity for the bull to take exercise. 

2. Display quarters where the herd sire may be seen; an 
advertisement of the herd. 

3. A safe place to keep the bull. 

Exercise is important in maintaining the sire’s health, 
vigor, and potency. The bull that gets sufficient exer- 
cise is usually more docile and quiet, thus he may be 
more easily handled when necessary. The proven sire 
is usually a dead animal. This is because he has been 
sold for slaughter before his value became known. He 
was sold because no safe place was provided in which 
to keep him or because he became impotent through lack 
of proper care and exercise. 

A good bull is a good advertisement for the breeder: 
A well built paddock serves to display the sire and thus 
advertise the herd. The paddock may well be termed 
the “show-case” for the herd sire. 

Safety in handling the bull must be given considera- 
tion. Every .year numerous tragic deaths are caused by 
bulls. Practically all of these tragedies could have been 
avoided by the use of safety measures. The most vicious 
bull can be kept and used safely by the use of a strong 
paddock provided with a safety breeding stall. Further- 
more, the gentle bull should be kept in a strong paddock 
and no chances should be taken with him. It is often 
the gentle bull which surprises the caretaker and gravely 
injures or kills him. 

Construction of the Bull Paddock 

The size of the paddock is the first consideration in 
construction. Inasmuch as the chief purpose of the pad- 
dock is to provide adequate room for exercise, the pad- 
dock should be large. A long narrow paddock is more 
desirable than a square one, as the bull is likely to stand 
in the center of a square paddock, and take little exer- 
cise, unless the area enclosed is extremely large. An 
area 20x80 feet is recommended as the size of the pad- 
dock. It is well to have the length of the paddock at 
least four times as great as the width. 

The location of the paddock will be determined by the 
layout of the individual farmstead. The paddock should 
adjoin the quarters where the bull is sheltered and fed, 
whether this is a part of the main dairy barn or whether

Build a Paddock and Save the Bull

ii is a separate bull barn. The advantage of having the 
paddock adjacent to the stable is one of safety. The 
bull may be turned outside or shut inside the stable with- 
out handling him, if the doors and gates are so designed 
that they may be operated from outside the paddock. 

The type of material used in the construction of the 
paddock will be determined by the individual dairyman. 
The first and most important consideration is strength. 
Cost of material and the appearance of the finished job 
also merit attention. 

Steel pipe set in reinforced concrete posts make a 
strong and attractive structure. Used boiler flues may be 
used for this purpose. The posts should be large enough 
to give adequate strength if the pipe runs through the 
posts. A 10 to 12 inch reinforced post should be used, 
the exact size depending upon the size of pipe used. A 5 
or 6 inch post properly reinforced is suitable if the pipes 
are held with clamps or U-bolts instead of running through 
the posts. Concrete posts should be 8% feet long and be 
set 21%4 feet in the ground. 


Wood posts may also be used. Wood posts should be 9 , 
feet long, not less than 5 inches in diameter, and should 
set 3 feet in the ground. The posts should be set 8 feet 
apart with the corners well braced. 

The fence should be 5% feet high. It may be of other 
construction than that described above. The following 
are suggested: 

Wood plank 2x6 in. spiked or bolted to posts. Posts 
on outside of paddock. Six planks in height with 5% 
inch spacing; bottom plank six inches from the ground. 

Wood poles 3 or 4 inches in diameter, hewn at posts 
and spiked to posts. Space 4 inches apart. 

Woven wire. All line and stay wires No. 9; stay wires 
6 inches apart, 60 inches high. One barbed wire on top. 
Wooden posts on outside of paddock. Fence must be 
tightly stretched and securely braced at ends and corners. 

Stone or concrete wall with woven wire or pipe above. 
Wall should be 3 feet 8 in. to 4 ft. high. Steel posts may 
be set in concrete to hold woven wire or pipe. The solid 
wall should not be over 4 ft. high. It is best for the bull 
to be able to see out. If he can see the herd he will move 
about more and will show a better disposition. A con- 
crete wall should be 10 inches thick, reinforced, and ex-

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The New Test Rules 


~ SHALL be very much disappointed if the changes 
W in the rules for the Herd Test as adopted this last 

month by the Board of Directors and going into 
effect January 1, next, do not result in a’substantial in- 
crease in the number of herds taking advantage of this 
service. Although there are now considerably more cows 
on test in the Herd Test than in the semi-official sections 
of the Advanced Register, it has been felt that the ad- 
vantages of this form of test should have proved attrac- 
tive to a much larger number of our breeders. The changes 
authorized appear to meet most of the substantial objec- 
tions which have been raised by the breeders, without 
lessening the accuracy and reliability of the test in any 
appreciable degree, if at all. 

Under the new rules, effective January 1, the herd 
owner will not be required to weigh and record the daily 
production of each cow in’the herd. This has been the 
principal point of objection in cases where machine milk- 
ing was employed, particularly double unit machines. 
Another objection that has been raised in several states 
has been that the test as originally set up did not require 
a preliminary dry milking as insurance that the official 
period covered exactly twenty-four hours. Under the new 
rules, a preliminary dry milking is to be required so that 
the Association feels justified in using the official period 
directly as a basis for computing the production of each 
cow without requiring the owner to keep daily milk 
weights as a check. 


The expense of supervision will also be reduced quite 
materially through the adoption of a system of bi-monthly 
official tests, both for the Herd Test and for all semi- 
official long-time records in place of the monthly tests as 
in the past. Careful studies both by our Association and 
by the other breed associations and the Dairy Bureau at 
Washington have demonstrated that the percentage of 
error in bi-monthly supervision is very slight and the 
idea has, accordingly, been officially endorsed by the 
American Dairy Science Association, which is the organi- 
zation of college men directly concerned with the super- 
vision of these tests in the various states. 


The Herd Test is a practical test, providing the herd 
owner with a method of securing dependable production 
records upon all of his milking herd at a negligible ex- 
pense and giving him in return information that is inval- 
uable in the culling of his herd and of the proving of 
sires along with a permanent record of the work of each 
cow through publication of the annual Red Book contain- 
ing these records. We want to urge every one of our 
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readers to give the matter his seriouS thought and recom- 
mend the Herd Test as one of the best bargains in herd 
improvement available for any herd owner. Full details 
may be obtained by addressing Supt.

Encouraging Figures 


in the history of the Holstein-Friesian Association 

of America in amount of business done by the Sec- 
retary’s office, the figures to date on the current year in- 
dicate that 1929 will. exceed it in registrations and trans- 
fers and new members. A report just received covering 
the first 43 weeks of the current year shows the registra- 
tions in this period total 100,974, which is 1,592 more than 
the same period of 1928 or 1.59%. The forty-third week 
by itself showed a gain of 8.84% over the forty-third week 
in 1928. Transfers are still slightly behind the similar 
period of 1928, the figure being 1.89%, although the 
forty-third week by itself shows an increase of 31.06%. 
for the first time since the beginning of the year, the 
total of registrations and transfers is out of the red 
as compared with the previous year and for forty-three 
weeks in 1929 the total is 173,445 as compared with 173,250 
with the same period of 1928. The gain for the forty- 
third week alone was 685 certificates or 18.23%. Mem- 
berships have also gone by the fine record established in 
1928. With thirty-eight new members in the forty-thira 
week as against thirty in the same week of the preceding 
year, making a total for the forty-three weeks of 1,561 as 
against 1,546 in the same length of time in 1928, approxi- 
mately a 1% increase. The progress during the remaining 
nine weeks of the fiscal year will be watched with growing 
interest.

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A Good Plus Class 


PON the recommendation of the Committee of In- 
| spectors, the Board of Directors, at its St. Louis 

meeting last month, voted to make a minor change 
in the system of Herd Inspection and Classification by 
adding a Classification to be known as “Good Plus.” As 
its name indicates, this will represent the upper rank of 
the broad, general class of “Good’’ composing over half 
of the animals scored thus far. It was felt by the in- 
spectors, in making this recommendation, that such a 
change in classification would enable them to draw the 
line just a bit closer in the “Very Good” class and make 
the system just a little more useful in describing the ani- 
mals inspected. 

We have noted a tendency on the part of breeders whose 
herds have been scored to add a plus after the official 
designation to indicate that the animals were quite em- 
phatically a top in that classification. Now that there 
is an official classification embodying this principle, it 
will be very confusing and entirely unwarranted for breed- 
ers to designate their scoring in any other manner than 
as placed by the inspectors. 


H‘gh Test and Standardization Again 


T SHOULD not be necessary to explain to intelligent 

readers the meaning and intent of the editorial headed 

“High Test Futility” (World October 12), but certain 
press comment we have seen in reference to it has all the 
earmarks of malicious misrepresentation or else supreme 
dumbness. Hence this further exposition. 

Our position, there clearly stated, was that if the 
public wants market milk testing around 4% (most mar- 
kets are satisfied with a 3.7 or 3.8 milk) the logical way to 
provide it is by standardization of the milk after it comes 
from the cow rather than to concentrate our efforts in 
trying to change a fixed characteristic of our breed that 
normally produces milk testing around 3.4%. There is no 
question of lowered butterfat standards involved or im- 
plied nor any inference that present standards should be 
amended—other than to legalize the practice of standardi- 
zation (either up or down) now so generally followed by 
milk companies without legal right in most states. 

As a practical proposition in selling market milk, we 
recognize the advantage of giving the consumer what he 
wants. We by no means think it is entirely hopeless to 
bring about some increase in the test of the Holstein 
breed—some of our herds have met with a considerable 
degree of success along this line—but we do feel very 
strongly that the subject of butterfat test is being given 
a prominence entirely too great in the general system of 
breed improvement. With proper standardization laws, 
we feel that this matter of butterfat test would naturally 
assume only its proper weight in the breeder’s program. 
We are perfectly willing to stand on that platform.

His dam, a granddaughter of Dutch- 
land Creamelle Denver Prince, famous Jefferson County, 
Wisconsin, sire of All-American winners and producers, 
is now on the home stretch of a yearly record that, it is 
expected, will exceed the 1,200-lb. mark. King Homestead 
Piebe Lad himself, is now owned by Frank Rasch, of To- 
mah, Wisconsin, and is much in the limelight at present 
from the fact that he is one of the headline attractions in 
the forthcoming U. S. National Sale.

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MUST SELECT FOR TYPE AS WELL AS PRODUCTION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World:— 

I have read with interest the article in the World on 
the suggested plan of simplification of the present sys- 
tem of official testing, and have also read your editorial 
captioned “Selection Through Production Records.” 

I am a comparative newcomer in Holstein breeding 
circles but my interest has been sufficient that I have 
attempted to make a very careful study not only of Hol- 
stein breeding but of the matter of Genetics, particularly 
applying to Holsteins, as well. I am convinced that any 
effort to exclude good type animals from passing on of 
their blood to the breed through elimination because of 
lack of a production record would be one of the most 
grievous errors that our breed could allow to happen. 
We have occasions in the history of the breed, to which 
those familiar with the breeding program of some of 
our largest breeders can refer, in which bulls whose dams 
had no record whatever but had the advantage of good 
type and the advantage of reproducing good type, have 
made good .as herd sires. The courage of these breeders 
who had the strength of their convictions to use a bull of 
good type without production records behind him is to be 
commended and, while I have no basis of fact upon which 
to base my theory, I believe that in the majority of in- 
stances where such a selection has been made intelli- 
gently, that the results have more than justified such 
bulls’ use. 


I believe that the Holstein breed, on an average has 
inherent in its ‘blood the ability to satisfactorily and ec- 
onomically produce milk and butter. After the elimina- 
tion of such animals as might be termed “sports” or 
“accidents,” where you get a high producer from no appar- 
ent close production: backing, after elimination and al- 
lowance has been made for these, you will find that in 
the majority of instances where you have type you have 
production. The greatest fallacy in the world so far 
as our breed is concerned is the breeder who confuses 
himself with the statement that he is breeding for pro- 
duction rather than for type. The very foundation of 
our type standard is large capacity, strong udder, strength 
of body and ruggedness of dairy character. 

If we are content to persist in our efforts to breed

tend 2% ft. into the ground. Concrete paneling may be 
used with pillars into the ground 8 ft. apart. 

The Safety Breeding Stall 

For convenience and safety a_ breeding. stall is 
built in the paddock. This stall should be 4 ft. wide and 
9 ft. long. A strong gate, 61%4 to 8 ft. wide, should be 
placed in the paddock fence so that the free end of the 
gate swings across the rear of the breeding stall. To 
serve a cow without handling the bull, the gate is closed 
against the bull, leaving the stall open so that the cow 
may be led into the stall. The gate is then swung back, 
opening the stall and giving the bull access to the cow. 
After the service is completed the attendant, working 
from the outside, drives the bull back and again closes 
the gate against the bull and removes the cow from the 
stall. With posts properly spaced so that the gate cannot 
swing too far in either direction the whole operation is 
completed with perfect safety regardless of the temper- 
ament of the bull. If it is desired a breeding crate may 
be placed within the breeding stall. In this case the stall 
should be made 4 ft. 6 in. or 4 ft. 9 in. in width. 

To encourage exercise, a strong keg or barrel may be 
placed in the paddock for the bull to play with. A block 
of wood may be hung from a branch of a tree to swing 
about 4 ft. above the ground. 

Shade should be provided.

THE AMERICAN ROYAL NEXT 


The American Royal Live Stock 
Show will be held in Kansas City, No- 
vember 16-23. This is the thirty-first 
annual show here and while it was 
founded and has continued principally 
as a show of beef cattle, horses and 
swine, the dairy classification has as- 
sumed increasing prominence during 
recent years. An especially good Hol- 
stein show is looked for this year 
as the special train from the Pacific 
International returns by way of the 
American Royal, so that the Middle 
West herds which did so well at the 
great Portland show will continue 
their battle here along with other 
strong herds from the corn belt. Re- 
duced railroad rates to Kansas City 
for the show are in effect in recog- 
nition of its great national importance. 
Special reduced rates of one and a 
third fare for round trips will be in 
effect on ali railroads from practically 
every state west of the Mississippi 
River to the. Pacific Coast territory, 
and from Wisconsin and _ Illinois. 





From eastern states a rate of one 
and one-half fare for the round trip 
on the certificate plan will be avyail- 
able from practically all points. A 
feature of the week’s program will be 
the fourth annual National Congress 
of Vocational and Agricultural High 
Schools and the seventh annual Royal 
Conference of 4-H Boys’ and Girls’ 
Clubs. 


Minnesota had 127 active associa- 
tions during the month of September. 
Of these, ninety-seven reported 32,297 
cows tested. There were 255 herds 
that averaged 25 lbs. butterfat or more 
and 1,238 cows producing more than 
40 lbs. butterfat during the month. 
This is a slight falling off from the 
previous month of August. The high 
herd for the month was the pure bred 
Holstein herd of L. B. Anderson (Ren- 
ville No. 2 Ass’n), five head averaging 
49.8 lbs. fat, 1,454 Ibs. milk. The 
grade and pure bred Holstein herd of 
Robert Koonce (Barnum C. T. A.) was 
in second place with an average of 
45.2 lbs. fat, 935 Ibs. milk, with Hol- 
stein herds leading a majority of the 
associations reporting. 





The report of official testing in 
Idaho for the month of September, 
shows a total of 62 cows in ten herds 
doing official work. Of these, 29 are 
Holsteins, 19 Guernseys and 14 Jer- 
seys. As compared with September 
of last year, these figures show a 
slight decrease of two herds and eight 
cows. The herds of R. T. Davis and 
the University of Idaho continue to 
hold all places on the Honor Roll, as 
they did in August. Idaho Matador 
Fancy, now three months along on her 
lactation, heads the Honor Roll this 
month with a production of 6.2687 lbs. 
fat, 193 lbs. milk in the two days of 
her official test. The high figure for 
the Davis herd was the leader of the 
junior four-year-olds, Teton Ononis 
Donnybrook with 4.385 Ibs. fat, 141.7 
lbs. milk in her two-day official test 
period. The Idaho Industrial Training 
School at St. Anthony has 34 cows in 
the Herd Test and the average produc- 
tion for the one-day official period was 
1.2387 lbs. fat.

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Holsteins Have Best Calf Club Show 
In History of National 


New York Wins Championship, Wis- 
consin has Best State Group 


The Holstein Calf Club Show held 


in the new permanent home of the 
National Dairy Exposition in St. 


Louis, was the best in the long his- 
tory of Holstein calf club shows at 
the National. The National Dairy 
Show emphasizes quality rather than 
quantity for calf club members. In 
1927 and 1928 our National Show was 
held so far South that we were some- 
what out of Holstein territory. The 
shows were small but good. This 
year, we had a greatly improved 
show of animals from New York, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Kansas, Indiana, 
Illinois and Nebraska. The very best 
animals at the state shows represent- 
ed the club members both in the in- 
dividual classes and in the groups. 


This year’s show was unusually 
interesting in view of the splendid 
showing some of the club members 


have made in the open classes at the 
state shows in competition with the 
older breeders. Perhaps the most out- 
standing of these at this: year’s show 
were the champions from New York 
and Wisconsin, who eame together 
for top honors at the National in the 
class for heifers under 1 year. These 


were owned by Charles Bump of 
New York, and Norman Rada of 
Wisconsin, both of which were in 


the money in the open competition at 
the National. Here the judge placed 
the New York heifer first and the 
Wisconsin entry second. followed by 
a heifer owned by Rex Pieplow, of 
Aurora, Iowa. At their home shows, 


Norman Rada’s heifer had the honor 


of going through to junior champion- 
ship of the Holstein show, while the 
Bump heifer won first in a good class 


of calves at New York. J. P. Eves 
judged the Holstein calves and we 
credit him with the statement that 


the type was unusually fine, and, in 
fact, the best he had ever seen. 

However, the championship of the 
show was found in the class for 
heifers one year old and under two, 
not in milk.

The Report of the National Ormsby Sale 


If the Third National Ormsby Sale 
proved anything at all it proved two 
things: good animals sell for ex- 
tremely attractive prices—there is a 
scarcity of good animals. 

And despite the fact that many of 
the 115 head that were sold in the 
Third National Ormsby Sale at the 
Minnesota State Fair grounds. Octo- 
ber 28th and 29th, sold for less than 
$200, the sale averaged $330.65. The 
fact that so many sold for less proved 
nothing but that good animals were 
scarce and the sale management was 
put to it to obtain enough animals 
to continue the sale on a 2-day basis. 
Had they held their selections to a 
1-day basis, accepting only the better 
animals, an average comparable to 
the average obtained at any sale this 
year might have resulted. 

Thirty-three of the offerings sold 
for over $300, 14 passed the $500 mark, 
6 passed the $1,000 mark and 8 


brought $2,000 or more—2 of them 
passing the $3,000 figure. 

The management of this classic fea- 
turing the Ormsby line of breeding 
moved: the sale back this year to 
October. It has formerly been held 
in the summer months. In doing so, 
inclement weather was encountered, 
the first day of the sale being held 
in the Livestock Pavilion of the state 
fair grounds under adverse conditions. 
On the second day the sale was 
moved to the basement of the cattle 
barn where it was completed under 
more favorable circumstances. 

Top price was paid by Detroit 
Creamery for one of the two outstand- 
ing female offerings when Lashbrook 
Pearl Ormsby, a 1,200-lb. 5-year-old 
daughter of an 1,100-lb. cow consigned 
by A. J. Lashbrook sold for $3,500. 
The contending bidders were Elm- 
wood Farms and Silver Glen Farm, 
both of Illinois.

LOGAN FARM AND SIDE HILL BULL CLUB SALE AVERAGES $311 

The tenth annual sale of Logan Farm Holsteins, with consignments from 
members of the Side Hill Bull Club, was held at the Logan Farm, Seward, IIl., 
on October 10. The sale featured the blood of the world’s record producer, 
Side Hill Ormsby Segis (1141.08 lbs. butter, 27,419.60 lbs. milk, Class B), and 
her well known son, Logan Side Hill Ormsby Fayne 491027, and the results 
obtained proved the popularity of these blood lines. Forty head, consisting 
of 14 bulls, 11 heifers not yet in milk and 15 cows in milk, sold for $12,450 or 
an average of $311.25 each. With the exception of two cows, one with a 
creditable 7-day record and another from a tested dam, the entire offering 
was from untested dams. However, the good type of the animals selling and 
the well known breeding back of them, somewhat over-balanced the lack of 
records of the immediate dams and were the factors contributing to the sat- 
isfactory prices prevailing. The bulls, mostly all sons of Logan Side Hill 
Ormsby Fayne, and ranging in age from four months up to fifteen months, 
all from untested dams, made the good average of $250.35 for fourteen head 
with prices up to $395. Eleven heifers not yet in milk and from untested 
dams. averaged $294, with prices up to $460. Thirteen cows in milk from un- 
tested dams averaged $371.93, ranging from $265 up to $495, while one cow 
from a tested dam sold for $425, and another with a good 7-day record sold 
for $450. 

The top price of the sale, $495, was paid for Beauty De Kol Snowball, a 
senior four-year-old, fresh several months and in calf to Logan Side Hill 
Ormsby Fayne. She was purchased by Frantz Brothers, Oakland, Ill., who 
also paid $440 for a daughter of Sunnybrook Korndyke Fayne, the sire of the 
Side Hill bull, and out of a granddaughter of Iowana Sir Ollie. W. B. Roger- 
ski, Wheaton, Illinois, was another purchaser of females from the John ‘R. 
Logan consignment, selecting a daughter of Rock River Sir Johanna Tula 
Withoorn bred to Logan Side Hill Ormsby Fayne for $480, a granddaughter 
of Iowana Sir Ollie for $405, and another daughter of the Rock River bull in 
calf to Logan Side Hill Ormsby Fayne, for $430. The largest individual buyer 
was the Mission Farm, Stephen, South Dakota, who purchased six head for 
$1,720. Silver Glen Farm, St. Charles, Ill., paid $450 for Logan Clyde Pet Ollie, 
with a 23-lb. 7-day record and sired by Wayside Sir Ollie Creamelle, and $425 
for a granddaughter of King Jess Homestead De Kol. The top price for bulls, 
$395, was paid for a year-old son of Logan Sidé Hill Ormsby Fayne out of a 
daughter of Wayside Sir Ollie Creamelle, he being purchased by Floyd Wolfe, 
Milford, Ill. The selling was done by Edgar Eells, Freeport, and F. J. Maas 
& Son, Forreston, Ill., and the sale attracted buyers from Ohio, Iowa, Minne- 
sota, South Dakota, as well as from all parts of Illinois. Members of the Side 
Hill Bull Club consigning to this sale include Herman Eickman, Seward, II1.;

NORTH-EAST KANSAS BREEDERS HOLD SALE 


On October 1, at Topeka, Kansas, the North-East Kansas Holstein Breed- 
ers’ Association held its first annual sale and their efforts in this undertaking 
were rewarded by a highly successful event, well attended, and a real adver- 
tisement for North-East Kansas Holsteins. Thirty-eight head were sold to 
twenty-three buyers in Misscuri and Kansas for a total of $7,935, or an aver 
age of $208.82.

Announcement comes from Win. 
terthur Farms, Winterthur, Del., that 
Royal Ormsby has just finished her 
year with a production according to 
farm figures of 1,290 Ibs. butter from 
29,000 Ibs. milk. These figures are 
of course subject to verification and 
possible slight correction from the 
Advanced Registry office but the rec- 
ord will probably be substantially as 
given. Royal Ormsby thus becomes 
the largest record daughter of her 
sire, King of the Ormsbys, and is his 
tenth daughter above 1,000 Ibs. but- 
ter as well as his second above 1,000 
Ibs. fat. Her dam is the 1,208-lb. 
four-year-old daughter of Ormsby 
Korndyke Lad. She will be remem- 
bered as the top cow at Brentwood 
last June, where her baby son was 
top animal. The sale of this dam 
and son for a total of $16,400 brought 
a great deal of publicity to the sell- 
er, E. M. Bayne, owner of Baynewooa 
Farm, Romeo, Mich. 

The Baynewood Dispersal, sched- 
uled for November 14 and 15 at the 
farm, will be largely built around 
Royal Ormsby. Of the herd of 112 
head, it is announced’ that about 
ninety per cent are either ,descend. 








ants of Royal Ormsby or are bred to 
her sons or grandsons. Her two- 
year-old son, Duke Hengerveld Orms:. 
by Segis, will be the big feature of 
the sale. He was one of the suc- 
cessful two-wear-olds of the 1929 
show season, his sire also winning 
a number of grand championships. 
A number of offspring of this great 
young sire will be sold as well as a 
large number of cows bred to him. 
With his type and breeding, he takes 
rank among the most desirable herd 
sires available today. 


Another feature is the three-year: 
old daughter of Royal Ormsby, now 
running on year test with first calf. 
She is sired by a son. of Kolrain 
Marion Finderne, the famous 35,000- 
lb. daughter of Finderne Pride 
Fayne.

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IMPORT MILK ACT BENEFITS 
AMERICANS AND CANADIANS 


Americans and Canadians have mu- 
tually benefited from the first year’s 
enforcement of the Import Milk Act, 
which ended June 30, according to 
the Food, Drug and Insecticide Ad- 
ministration of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


Not only has the act eliminated low- 
grade Canadian milk from shipments 
to the United States, thereby assur- 
ing safe, ciean milk and cream of ex- 
cellent quality, but its enforcement 
has assisted materially in improving 
sanitary conditions on many Canadian 
dairy farms. 


The Import Milk Act, made effective 
May 15, 1927, but not under full en- 
forcement until a year ago, is called 
the: first control system on milk and 
cream production by a Federal agency 
where the standards set were strict 
enough to result in a definite and 
lasting improvement of quality and 
where the safety of the project from 
a health standpoint is very carefully 
guarded. 


“The very finest cooperation from 
the Canadian Department of Agricul- 
ture and particularly from the office 
and staff of the Veterinary Director 
General” is reported by officials of 
the administration in direct charge 
of the enforcement work. 

In accordance with the act, the 
United States Secretary of Agricul- 
ture issues permits to Canadian pro- 
ducers and shippers allowing them to 
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send milk and cream into the United 
States. These permits are issued af- 
ter inspections and recommendations 
have been made by Canadian veterin- 
ary and sanitary officials. American 
veterinarians and inspectors check-up 
these inspections and invariably find 
them as-represented by their Canad- 
ian colleagues. 

The work of enforcing the act is 
centered at Rouses Point, N. Y., in 
the heart of the section through which 
more than 75% of Canadian milk 
and cream comes into the large pop- 
ulation centers of New England and 
New York State. 

Marked tendency is noted toward 
importation of a pasteurized product. 
The individual raw milk and cream 
importer is gradually being eliminated 
because of his inability to constant- 
ly meet the bacterial and temperature 
standards required by the act. Those 
importers who remain, while not pas- 
teurizing before entry. deliver their 
products to American creameries for 
pasteurization and sterilization. Large 
amounts of Canadian milk and cream 
are shipped to New York City under 
such an arrangement. 

According to the administration, 
Canadian milk and cream importa- 
tions into the United States show a 
continual and fairly uniform rise from 
1923 to 1927, the respective totals for 
the two years ending March 31, being 
156,849,240 lbs. and 430,871.940 Ibs. 

For the year ending March 31, 1929, 
however, importations dropped to less 
than one-half the 1927 total with 213,-

In 1928, the total for the 
equivalent period was 343,309,417 Ibs. 

Three factors explain this decrease, 
according to the Food, Drug and In- 
secticide Administration. Sour cream 
and milk importations for butter mak- 
ing in this country are barred by the 
Import Milk Act because of high bac- 
terial count. Prohibiting these impor- 
tations accounts for decreases of 
many million pounds. 

The second factor explaining the 
decrease is the Federal embargo 
from March 25, 1927, to September 4, 
1928, on all milk and cream originat- 
ing in and around Montreal because 
of the typhoid epidemic in that city 
and vicinity. This embargo was felt 
particularly in the eastern district and 
especially in New York State since 
that State continued the embargo sey- 


eral months after the lifting of the 
Federal embargo. 

Active enforcement of the act dur- 
ing the past year caused a further 
marked decrease in volume of im- 
portations. Exclusion of Canadian 
milk and cream has been due to 
stringent permanent permit require- 


ments and elimination of poor qual- 
ity products by application of bacter- 
‘al and temperature standards. 

A total of 10,746 samples of milk 
and cream were examined during the 
past year ending June 30, by inspec- 
tors of the administration operating 
in and out of Rouses Point. Of these 
samples 6,945 were of raw milk, 594 
of pasteurized milk, 214 of raw cream 
and 2,953 of pasteurized cream. 

The improvement in Canadian farm 
conditions, as a result of inspections 
by Canadian veterinarians and the 
check-up by American veterinarians 
and inspectors, have been of a rey- 
olutionary nature. Canadian estimates 
say that more than 5,000 new milk 
houses have been built during the 
past 12 months on farms supplying 
milk and cream to the United States 
as part of the effort made to produce 
milk products which will comply with 
all requirements of the Import Milk 
Act. Many farmers have increased the 
lighting in their stables, installed ade- 
quate ventilation systems, given a 
great deal more attention to the 
cleanliness of their cows and im- 
proved the .sanitary conditions of 
their milk handling utensils. 

The milk plants 
and creameries holding permits to 
import milk and cream into the 
iinited States has been even more 
marked than the improvement on 
supporting farms, say officials of the 
administration. Plants which a year 
ago barely passed inspection are to- 
day in excellent sanitary condition. 
the plants have modernized their 
equipment and have greatly improved 
their methods of pasteurization and 
cooling. At times the changes in a 
given plant have been sx revolution- 
ary as to constitute a practical re 
building or rearrangemcnt of the en- 
tire plant.

Canadian officials not only sirictly 
enforce the act but carry on their 
inspection work in sucn a construc- 
tive way as to raise the standards of 
the entire Canadian dairy industry 
to the benefit ot the American con- 
sumer and Canadian producer. 





NEW MILKING SYSTEM USED ON 
FEDERAL DAIRY FARM 

A new system of milking cows 
which promises to reduce the cost of 
and labor of milk production, facili- 
tate the keeping of records, and pro- 
duce a cleaner product, is being used 
at the United States Department of 
Agriculture dairy experiment farm at 
Beltsville, Md. 

The new method was originated by 
R. R. Graves who is in charge of 
dairy cattle feeding, breeding, and 
management investigations in the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry. 

Briefly, the system consists of a me- 
chanical milking unit of standard 
make; but instead of the usual por- 
table receptacle for the milk, it is 
drawn into a stationary container lo- 
cated between two stalls and some- 
what above the cows. The receptacle 
is of unbreakable glass and is sus- 
pended from a weighing mechanism 
Its transparency makes the rate of 
milking visible to the operator at all 
times, both by the amount of milk in 
the receptacle and by the weight reg- 
istered by the scale. When the milk 
ceases to flow into the receptacle, 
the operator records the weight ot 
the milking and opens a valve which 
permits the milk to be drawn from 
the bottom of the container through 
a sanitary pipe line to a large vacuum 
tank in the dairy house nearby. 

Thus the milk reaches the dairy 
house without having come in contact 
with the air, human hands, or any 
other contaminating agency. No milk 
is spilled on the floor to attract flies: 
in fact, no milk is in sight except 
that in the vacuum-tight glass recep- 
tacle. 

Sterilization of the mechanical 
equipment is accomplished quickly 
and easily by running cold water 
from the dairy house back through 
the pipe line, the glass receptacle, 
and out of the teat cups into the 
gutter. This is followed by hot water 
and then steam. 

A reduction in labor is affected with 
this system in a number of ways. The 
milk is drawn to the dairy house 
automatically and there is no hand- 
ling of buckets or other milking uten- 
sils. Nor is it necessary to strip the 
cows to finish milking. The udder 
is massaged while the teat cups are 
still in place, and the transparency 
of the glass receptacle permits the 
operator to see when the cow is giv- 
ing no more milk. One operator can 
handle three or four milking units, 
milking three or four cows at the 
same time. 

At the department farm one man 
does all the milking with three units 
and has milked 29 cows three times 
a day and 25 cows twice a day in a 
total period of 51% hours. The milk- 
ing is done in a special barn equipped 
with the three milking units and 
The cows enter 
from the feeding barns on either side 
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of the milking barn, pass into their 
proper stalls from the rear, stop to 
be milked, and when finished pass 
forward and out to return to the feed- 
ing barn. No time is wasted in tying 
or fastening the cows. They are de- 
tained by movable gates hanging in 
front of each stall. As soon as one 
cow has been milked, the teat cups 
are taken off, the milk is drawn from 
the glass receptacle in about 22 sec- 
onds, and the teat cups are placed 
on the cow in the adjoining stall and 
milking started again. From the rear 
of the stalls the operator raises the 
gates to let out the cow after milk- 
ing is finished, and another steps in 
to take her place. It is interesting to 
note how readily the cows learn the 
procedure and return to their right 
barns. 

The new system not only reduces 
the labor incident to milking but 
favors the production of a cleaner 
product, Mr. Graves says. The milk 
in the vacuum tank can be cooled as 
it enters the tank. or it can be pas- 
teurized and then cooled in the same 
tank. It is possible, he says, to go 
a step farther and bottle the milk 
under vacuum, using the principles 
now commonly employed in canning 
fruits and vegetables. Milk thus 
handled would make the entire jour- 
ney from cow to consumer without 
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contact with the air until opened for 
use. 

Tests of the bacterial content of 
the milk produced under this new 
system, made by the _ division of 
market milk investigations, have 
shown some remarkably low counts. 
Over a five months’ period, the aver- 
age bacterial content, as taken from 
the glass containers, was 3,460 per 
cubie centimeter, and from the 
vacuum tank 3,780 per cubic centi- 
meter. On four days of this period 
the milk was. pasteurized in the 
vacuum tank at 145 degrees for 30 
minutes; the average bacterial count 
ot the raw milk in the tank before 
pasteurization was 3,590 and after 
pasteurization and cooling it was 55 
per cubic centimeter, indicating a 
very high efficiency for pasteurization 
under this system.
